THE  COVER 

Raphael  Soyer,  whose  drawing  is  reproduced  on  our  cover 
this  month,  is  currently  having  a  full-scale  retrospective  ex- 
hibition at  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art.  The  ex- 
hibition, organized  by  Lloyd  Goodrich,  will  continue  until 
December  3.  It  contains  paintings,  drawings,  watercolors  and 


prints  that  reflect  Mr.  Soyer's  preoccupation  for  over  forty 
years  with  the  life  of  New  York  City,  its  street  scenes  and  its 
people  —  particularly  its  young  working  women. 

Raphael  Soyer  was  born  in  Russia  in  December,  1899.  He 
and  his  twin-brother  Moses  (also  a  well-known  artist)  came 
to  the  United  States  with  their  parents  and  settled  in  the  Bronx. 
The  brothers  were  encouraged  by  their  parents  to  become  seri- 
ous artists,  despite  the  hardships  of  immigrant  life.  Raphael 
attended  Cooper  Union,  the  National  Academy  of  Design,  the 
Educational  Alliance  Art  School  on  the  lower  East  side  and 
the  Art  Students  League,  where  he  studied  under  Guy  Pene 
du  Bois. 

In  1929  Mr.  Soyer  was  given  a  one-man  show  and  in  1931 
six  of  his  works  were  shown  in  the  opening  exhibit  of  the 
Whitney  Museum  of  Art  on  Eighth  Street.  Raphael  Soyer  be- 
gan winning  prizes  and  awards  in  1932;  he  is  a  member  of 
the  National  Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters  and  his  work  is 
represented  in  major  museums.  For  most  of  his  career,  Mr. 
Soyer  has  lived  in  the  lower  East  side;  he  is  today  an  active 
participant  in  the  life  of  the  East  Village.

News  and  Public  Affairs  calls  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
this  month  we  have  scheduled  three  hours  a  week  of  Public 
Affairs  Specials  —  programs  prepared  after  the  Folio  went  to 
press  that  are  too  timely  to  postpone  until  December.  The  6:30 
News  is  being  expanded  to  half  an  hour  on  Tuesdays  and 
Fridays  this  month;  as  a  consequence,  the  Commentaries  fol- 
lowing the  News  on  these  days  have  a  new  time.  In  the  October 
Folio  Notes  we  neglected  to  welcome  our  new  series  of  com- 
mentaries conducted  by  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Leaders 
of  the  New  York  Society  for  Ethical  Culture.  This  series  of 
panel  discussions  will  be  heard  weekly  on  Mondays  at  7:15 
p.m.  Also  new  to  the  commentary  format  is  the  Friday  night 
(7:00)  series,  a  dependably  jaundiced  and  irreverent  view  of 
the  week's  news  by  satirists  Dick  Davy,  Paul  Krassner  and 
Hugh  Romney.  In  this  and  following  months  Ayn  Rand's 
commentary  will  from  time  to  time  include  guest  speakers. 

The  Drama  and  Literature  Department  announces  that  its 
drama  production  unit  will  change  names  in  midstream  this 
month,  after  a  year  of  operation.  Under  the  old  name,  The 
99.5  Radio  Theater,  it  is  presenting  This  is  the  Rill  Speaking 


by  Lanford  Wilson,  an  off-off-Broadway  play  that  is  well  on 
its  way  to  becoming  a  classic.  Having  been  seen  on  stage  and 
television,  it  is  now  in  a  radio  version  in  which  its  dream-like 
montage  quality  works  very  well.  Harrison  Engle,  who  directed 
for  WBAI,  works  primarily  in  film;  this  is  his  first  radio  proj- 
ect. (November  5,  8:15  p.m.) 

Under  the  new  name  The  Mind's  Eye  Theatre,  D&L  pre- 
sents this  month  dramatic  readings  from  the  contemporary 
Gothic  novels  of  Mervyn  Peake,  the  Gormenghast  trilogy, 
called  after  the  name  of  the  first  novel,  Titus  Groan.  (Novem- 
ber 21,8  p.m.)  In  a  review  of  the  books  in  October,  WBAI's 
Baird  Searles  suggested  that  these  novels  were  a  sure  bet  to 
succeed  Tolkien  as  to  what  the  younger  generation  will  be 
reading.  And  they  are  a  perfect  example  of  what  radio  can 
do  as  a  theater  of  the  mind.  Peake's  gallery  of  grotesques  could 
never  be  achieved  on  film  or  stage;  only  on  radio,  with  the 
author's  evocative  words  intact,  can  the  characters  come  to 
life  in  the  mind  of  the  listener.  The  Mind's  Eye  Theatre  will 
continue  to  produce  works  that  require  some  work  in  the 
imagination  of  the  audience. 

Music  Director  Ann  McMillan  is  producing  a  live  concert 
from  WBAI's  studio  on  Tuesday,  November  21  at  11  p.m. 
The  concert  will  be  given  by  The  Windham  Ensemble  with 
Nancy  Dalley  (flute),  Israel  Chorberg  (violin),  Caroline  Levine 
(viola)  and  Styra  Avins  (cello).  Also  not  to  be  missed  is 
Chris  Albertson's  series  of  five  programs  (Wednesdays  at  10 
p.m.)  on  the  career  of  tenor  saxophonist  Coleman  Hawkins.

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WHICH  MESSAGE  TO  WASHINGTON? 
POLICY  CHANGE  OR  PROTEST  THAT  ALIENATES? 


SEYMOUR  MELMAN 


Effective  pro-peace  communication  to  Washington  must  go 
beyond  even  the  most  insistent  and  widespread  pressure  for 
ending  the  Vietnam  war. 

The  crucial  difference  in  the  politics  of  the  Vietnam  war 
issue,  as  against  the  test-ban  issue,  for  example,  is  that  the 
Executive  branch  of  the  government  favors  the  war.  More 
than  that:  the  Executive  branch,  during  the  seven  years  of 
Kennedy  and  Johnson  administrations,  has  been  transformed 
by  the  development  of  a  formidable  managerial  machine  in 
the  Department  of  Defense  which  wields  an  unprecedented 
combination  of  economic,  political,  and  military  decision- 
power.  The  top  management  of  the  Department  of  Defense 
includes  an  industrial  management  group  which  controls  more 
than  $40  billion  of  industrial  activity  a  year.  The  relation  of 
this  management  to  the  so-called  "contractor"  firms  is  the 
functional  relationship  between  the  central  office  of  a  major 
multiplant  firm  and  its  various  manufacturing  divisions. 

As  a  result,  the  top  management  of  the  Department  of  De- 
fense now  includes  not  only  the  directorate  of  the  largest 
military  establishment  in  the  world,  but  also  the  central  man- 
aging office  over  the  largest  aggregation  of  industrial  opera- 
tions in  the  United  States.  (The  turnover  that  is  managed  by 
the  Defense  Department  exceeds  by  far  the  scale  of  opera- 
tions of  General  Motors,  General  Electric,  or  AT&T.)  Such 
industrial  decision-power  at  the  top  of  the  Department  of 
Defense  gives  that  organization  unprecedented  domestic  po- 
litical leverage,  notably  over  members  of  the  Congress  who 
are  beholden  to  the  Department  of  Defense  for  industrial 
orders  and  decisions  on  location  of  bases  within  states  and 
congressional  districts. 

As  in  other  similar  groups,  the  top  managers  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Defense  are  moved,  singly  and  institutionally,  by  a 
professional-occupational  imperative  to  maintain  and  extend 
the  scope  and  intensity  of  their  decision-making.  At  home 
this  is  done  by  expanding  the  industrial  base  of  the  military 
establishment  as  well  as  the  armies  themselves;  abroad,  the 
extension  of  decision-power  is  accomplished  by  the  use  of  mili- 
tary power  to  attain  and  maintain  political  control.  Thus,  the 
war  in  Vietnam  makes  little  sense  in  terms  of  traditional  cri- 
teria of  protecting  private  trade  or  investments,  past,  present, 
or  future,  but,  in  addition  to  factors  of  ideological  conflict  and 
"national  security,"  it  does  make  sense  as  an  activity  that 
extends  the  decision-power  of  the  new  Department  of  Defense 
management. 

The  Vietnam  war  must  be  understood  as  part  of  a  system 
of  military-political  intervention  in  many  places  in  the  world 
for  which  the  U.S.  government  has  been  making  technical  and 
other  preparations.  Again,  while  priority  to  a  wars-of-inter- 
vention  program  erodes  American  society  in  many  ways  (as 
shown  in  my  book  Our  Depleted  Society),  this  military-political 
program  serves  to  expand  the  economic,  political,  and  military 
decision-power  of  the  top  management  of  the  Department  of 
Defense  and  thereby  of  the  federal  Executive. 

If  the  Vietnam  war  were  halted  tomorrow  there  would  re- 
main a  host  of  places  in  the  world  where  the  American  mili- 
tary establishment,  governed  by  its  managerial  machine,  has 
already  established  a  major  foothold  in  the  form  of  armed 
forces  in  use,  or  in  preparation,  for  participation  in  the  sup- 
pression of  internal  civil  wars.  This  condition  is  a  far  cry  from 
the  circumstances  preceding  the  test-ban  agreement  in  which 
the  Executive  branch  of  the  federal  government  and  over- 
whelming public  opinion  both  favored  this  step  toward  peace. 


For  the  foreseeable  future,  a  competent  policy  for  peace 
must  relate  not  only  to  a  particular  policy  arena  of  the  state 
machine,  but  also  to  the  very  existence  and  decision-power  of 
this  institution.  Policy  change  now  requires  institutional  change 
as  well.  The  U.S.  Department  of  Defense  itself  must  be  funda- 
mentally reconstituted,  even  before  disarmament,  if  the  mili- 
tary and  political  security  of  America  is  to  be  improved.  In 
keeping  with  this  consideration,  the  following  proposals  are 
offered  as  basic  elements  of  a  program  for  policy  change  to- 
ward peace  under  present  conditions. 

1.  A  non-interventionist  American  foreign  policy,  and  ter- 
mination of  the  "Vietnam  wars"  program.  Criticism  must  be 
addressed  not  only  against  the  Vietnam  war  itself  but  also 
against  the  whole  policy  program  which,  predictably,  can  dupli- 
cate the  Vietnam  war  many  times  over.  A  continuation  of  a 
U.S.  interventionist  world  policy  will  prevent  even  minimal 
progress  toward  disarmament  and  removal  of  the  nuclear  war 
threat.  Conversely,  sequential  moves  toward  a  non-interven- 
tionist world  policy  will  open  the  way  to  disarmament  and 
other  steps  in  international  cooperation. 

2.  Renewed  emphasis  on  international  law  and  moral  con- 
straint. This  is  required  for  reasons  of  basic  military  security 
and  the  quality  of  our  lives.  The  government  of  the  United 
States,  by  violating  the  laws  of  war  and  elemental  human  and 
moral  values,  as  in  its  war  in  Vietnam,  accelerates  a  process 
of  justification  for  the  use  of  methods  of  violence  which  are 
increasingly  lethal,  cheaper,  and  available  to  more  countries, 
even  the  smallest  ones.  Thereby,  the  American  example  feeds 
back  to  the  development  of  military  competence  in  smaller 
states  that  can  become  a  significant  military  security  threat  to 
the  United  States  itself.  The  same  U.S.  policies  abroad  debase 
the  quality  of  life  for  our  people,  making  them  responsible  for 
immoral  or  unlawful  actions  which  violate  their  personal 
values. 

3.  Conversion  from  military  to  civilian  priorities  in  the 
American  economy.  Policy  change  that  is  limited  to  particular 
foreign  moves,  while  leaving  the  state  machine  intact,  would 
be  little  more  than  a  temporary  palliative.  The  organization, 
manpower,  money  and  decision-power  of  the  state  machine, 
and  its  war-making  capacity  rests  finally  on  the  approval  of 
society  via  the  Congress  —  finally  expressed  in  military  budgets 
that  have  reached  the  level  of  $84  billion  a  year  ($56  billion  — 
the  regular  defense  budget,  $22  billion  —  the  calculated  allo- 
cation for  Vietnam,  $6  billion  —  the  additional  requirement  in 
Vietnam  as  calculated  by  a  committee  of  the  Congress). 

This  military  budget  is  of  such  size  as  to  enable  the  state 
machine  to  preempt  manpower  and  all  other  resources  for 
military  requirements,  leaving  other  public  needs  in  disrepair. 
This  is  the  clue  to  the  inability  of  American  society  to  main- 
tain even  a  reasonable  level  of  performance  in  well-understood 
areas  of  public  responsibility  like  education,  public  health,  and 
the  care  of  parks.  The  gross  neglect  of  America's  cities  and 
the  concomitant  frustration  of  reasonable  expectations  of 
American  Negroes  are  results  of  the  policy  under  which  the 
first  priority  has  been  given  for  two  generations  to  the  con- 
duct of  cold  and  hot  wars. 

A  shift  in  basic  priorities  in  American  life  —  from  military 
to  civilian  activities  —  requires  conversion  planning  in  every 
factory,  military  base,  city,  state  and  region  that  is  involved 
in  military  work.  Without  such  advanced  planning,  the  people 
who  earn  their  livelihood  from  the  state  machine  will  remain 
locked  into  the  service  of  a  military-interventionist  and  mili- 
tary-priority orientation  of  American  society. 
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4.  Reversal  of  the  centralization  of  decision-power  in  the 
federal  government.  The  U.S.  military  managerial  machine 
controls  two-thirds  of  the  money  and  therefore  that  much  of 
the  activity  of  the  federal  government  (the  Defense  Depart- 
ments $84  billion  plus  the  space  race  at  $5  billion  —  $89 
billion  out  of  a  total  federal  budget  of  $135  billion).  The 
growth  of  military  activity  has  dominated  the  federal  govern- 
ment during  the  last  two  decades.  It  is  dangerous  to  ignore 
this  stubborn  fact,  if  what  is  really  desired  is  a  basic  alteration 
from  a  warlike  to  a  constructive,  pro-peace  policy. 

Many  Americans  have  become  persuaded  that  only  the  fed- 
eral government,  as  against  cities  or  states,  is  competent  to 
carry  out  every  sort  of  work  of  social  amelioration  or  eco- 
nomic regulation.  In  the  name  of  such  assumptions  liberals 
and  conservatives  have  joined  in  sponsoring  rapidly  growing 
federal  budgets,  the  lion's  share  of  which  have  actually  been 
devoted  to  military  and  related  activities.  (I  do  not  propose 
to  consider  here  the  many-sided  issue  of  competence  in  city 
government  and  what  might  be  done  to  improve  it.)  For  this 
discussion  it  is  centrally  important  that  under  the  Constitution, 
no  city  or  state  government  is  empowered  to  raise  armed  forces, 
to  make  treaties  with  foreign  countries,  to  operate  a  Central 
Intelligence  Agency  or  to  operate  wars  of  intervention  abroad. 

A  process  of  moving  the  federal  government  toward  policy 
change  for  peace  will  surely  involve  retraining  and  relocating 
the  people  that  are  now  servicing  the  military  establishment. 
While  such  reorientation  can  be  done  with  individuals,  it  is 
rather  doubtful  that  the  institutions  of  the  state  machine  (the 
Defense  Department,  C.I.A.,  etc.)  can  be  transformed  into 
civilian  organizations.  That  is  because  the  professional-occu- 
pational skills,  commitments,  structure  and  rules  of  these  in- 
stitutions are  oriented  toward  military-based  policies  at  home 
and  abroad. 

There  are  strong  grounds  for  suggesting  that  the  total  size 
of  the  federal  government  needs  to  be  reduced,  that  centraliza- 
tion of  decision-power  has  proceeded  beyond  a  point  of  dimin- 
ishing returns  for  individual  freedom  and  that  alternatives  are 
available  by  which  the  individual  citizen  can  be  a  more  com- 
petent and  less  alienated  participant  in  the  decision-processes 
of  government. 

These  program  elements  for  policy  change  are  calculated  to 
respond  to  American  problems  that  are  certain  to  be  aggra- 
vated as  the  U.S.  interventionist  policy  continues.  Thus,  the 
rebellions  by  American  Negroes  will  continue  in  the  absence 
of  a  serious  effort  for  economic  development  at  home.  This, 
in  turn,  is  blocked  by  present  priority  to  guns  instead  of  butter. 
Also,  the  many-sidedness  of  the  policy  changes  noted  here 
avoids  the  entrapments  associated  with  a  simplistic,  single- 
issue  approach  to  problems  of  war  and  peace. 

Some  Americans  feel  that  in  the  present  period,  emphasis 
should  be  placed  on  anti-war  protest,  with  mottoes  like  "Stop 
the  War,"  or  "Bring  Our  Boys  Home."  It  is  entirely  possible 
for  the  state  managerial  machine,  as  it  is  now  constituted,  to 
shift  policy  in  Vietnam  and  bring  men  home  from  that  theater, 
while  maintaining  or  even  extending  military  efforts  in  other 
places  in  the  world.  It  is  therefore  misleading  to  teach  or  even 
imply  to  the  American  people  that  a  changed  policy  on  Viet- 
nam alone  is  the  decisive  change  in  U.S.  policy,  or  is  the 
attainment  of  peace. 

If  this  reasoning  is  valid,  then  a  several-sided  program  for 
policy  change  that  responds  fundamentally  to  the  war-peace 
issues  of  our  time,  is  not  an  arbitrary  choice  as  against  a  sim- 
plistic protest-the-war  orientation.  To  be  competent,  a  pro- 
gram for  policy  change  in  the  United  States  must  be  as  com- 
prehensive as  the  characteristics  and  effects  of  the  institutional 
machine  that  now  propels  America  in  a  war-like  direction. 
Stated  differently:  a  halt  in  the  Vietnam  war  itself  is  highly 
desirable  —  it  would  produce  substantial  benefits  for  the  Viet- 


namese people  and  would  alter  the  political  atmosphere  in 
the  United  States.  But  the  American  issue  is  not  the  Vietnam 
war  itself  but  rather  the  system  of  policy  and  institutions  which 
generate  Vietnam  wars.  This  issue  requires  not  only  protest 
against  and  the  termination  of  a  particular  military  interven- 
tion but  also  movement  toward  constructive  non-intervention 
abroad,  toward  civilian  priorities  at  home,  toward  restoration 
of  moral  constraint  and  respect  for  law,  and  a  diminution  of 
the  decision-power  of  the  federal  government  with  its  dominant 
state  machine. 

One  recalls  with  dismay  the  period  following  the  test-ban 
treaty  when  many  people  thought  that  peace  had  arrived  — 
and  promptly  went  back  to  their  backyards.  It  would  be  fool- 
hardy to  encourage  such  a  development  again. 

The  differences  in  political  program  between  policy  change 
and  protest  are  paralleled  by  contrasts  in  methods,  political 
style,  and  emphasis.  Policy  change  requires  reaching  out  to 
the  center  of  American  society;  the  self-defeating  anti-war 
protesters  embrace  even  aberrant  acts  like  flag-burning  that 
are  offensive  to  many  Americans  and  close  them  off  to  pro- 
peace  politics.  Policy  change  requires  formulated  alternatives 
to  major  aspects  of  the  status  quo;  the  self-alienating  protest 
orientation  views  American  society  as  either  corrupted  beyond 
repair,  or  beyond  serious  influence  by  citizen  initiative. 

The  choice  of  political  orientation  —  policy  change  or  pro- 
test —  can  have  major  effects  on  the  choice  of  methods  in 
dealing  with  varied  issues,  ranging  from  the  relation  of  uni- 
versity to  government  to  the  elections  of  1968. 

Some  people,  for  example,  find  it  possible  to  conduct  pro- 
fessional work  that  is  funded  primarily  from  the  Department 
of  Defense,  while  sustaining  a  public  position  of  protest  against 
the  Vietnam  war  and  its  allied  policies.  I  judge  that  participa- 
tion in  any  activity  which  validates  the  managerial  control  of 
the  state  machine  over  university  and  industrial  work  is  one  of 
the  important  bases  for  leverage  that  the  state  machine  has 
over  American  policy  at  home  and  abroad.  Therefore,  the 
transfer  of  decision  power  away  from  the  military  state  ma- 
chine is  an  essential  part  of  the  action  of  policy  change. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  operation  of  the  state  machine 
includes  various  allowances  for  protest  activity.  Marching  in 
the  streets  while  objecting  to  a  particular  American  foreign 
policy  is  effective  toward  policy  change  only  if  it  produces 
results  that  do  in  fact  challenge  the  decision-power  of  the  state 
machine.  Thus,  public  marches  that  solidify  support  for  pro- 
peace  senators  and  congressmen  (in  office  and  potential  candi- 
dates for  office)  could  be  a  significant  political  factor  within 
the  next  years  in  the  United  States.  The  Department  of  De- 
fense, we  must  recall,  cannot  operate  at  home  or  abroad  with- 
out the  funds  that  are  voted  by  a  willing  Congress. 

Alternative  approaches  to  the  elections  of  1968  will  differ- 
entiate the  policy  change  from  the  protest  orientations.  Organ- 
izations and  individuals  who  are  committed  to  policy  change 
will  give  priority  to  the  reelection  of  pro-peace  congressmen 
and  senators  and  the  nomination  and  election  of  additional 
pro-peace  candidates  from  the  major  parties  to  the  Senate  and 
to  the  House.  The  protest  orientation  will  be  more  closely 
reflected  in  anti-politics,  or  in  challenging  the  personal  can- 
didacy of  Lyndon  Johnson,  going  for  that  result  even  if  it 
means  neglecting  the  candidacies  of  proven  pro-peace  senators 
and  congressmen.  The  policy  change  strategy  requires  priority 
to  the  reelection  of  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pro-peace 
senators  and  representatives,  with  secondary  attention  given 
to  the  personal  candidacy  of  Lyndon  Johnson. 

The  Congress  has  the  final  decision  power  over  money  and 
priorities  in  the  federal  government.
